According to E. N. Johnson, pro­ 
fessor of astronom y at Butler Col­ 
lege the present sun spot, which was 
noticed first a week or so ago, is of 
unusual interest in the fact that it is 
unusually large.

views except our own. 


We :migb.t cite' a few instances. 
We favor a certain maa for presi- 


dent in the forthcoming nationa' 
election. To our mind he is the only 
man possessing the 'necessary quali- 
fications for this exalted 
position. 


All others are mediocre and not 
worth consideration. And yet as 
matter of fact there is not a man in 
the race for the presidency 
today 


but what has his good and valuable 
qualities as well as his weak ones, 
for the brains of this nation are not 
cetered in any one man. 
We have 


our personal choice and we sincerely 
believe that the man of oar choice it 
the best fitted for the office, but we 
should 
readily 
concede , to 
our 


neighbor his inalienable right to dif 
fer from us in this belief. 


We may favor a certain system in 


municipal • government and 
our 


neighbor may entertain views radi- 
cally divergent from our own. But 
this does not necessarily imply that 
we are exactly right 'in our concep- 
tion and that our neighbor is entire- 
ly wrong, for our neighbor, though 
differing from us in our views, yet 
possesses intelligence and is quite 
capable of applying it in relation to 
any subject before the people. 


In fact, there are two sides to ev- 


ery question. The preponderance of 
argument may be in favor of one 
side 
yet,' the 
advocates of 


the other side but speak in the light 
of training and of their sincere con- 
ception of \yhat is for 
the public 


weal. 


They are honest in their convic- 


tions, as we are 'honest in our, and 
wisdom, bespeaks the utmost toler- 
ance on the part of all factions and 
people for those who oppose them in 
their policies and beliefs. 


It is by the careful exercise of this 


wisdom ttiat a nation becomes great 
and strong and dominating in the 
world of affairs, while to pursue a re- 
verse policy is to invite bickering, 
exasperation and ultimate 
disinte- 


gration. 


In our conduct of affairs let us 


think as we choose, but bow cheer- 
fully to the will of the majority and 
work in harmony for tbe common 
good of all of the people.

ON FACE OF SUN 


Astronomers Are Interested in New 


Spot That Shows on the Face 


of the Orb of Day. 


IT MAY AFFECT THE WEATHER 


Indianapolis, 
Ind., 
June 5.— 


Speaking of tilings to worry* about— 
there is a spot on the sun. Uu'^'h 
a spot got on the sun, just how long 
it is going to stay there and just 
just what effect it is going to have 
one knows. 


What most interests astronomers 


is the fact that the sun—unlike the 
leopard—can change its spots,'. With 
every new spot there arises u new 
theory as to their origin but as yet 
the study has not gone beyond the 
field of theory. 


According to E. N. Jo'liusou, pro- 


fessor of astronomy at Butler Col- 
lege the present sun spot, which was 
noticed first a week or so ago, is of 
unusual interest in the fact that it is 
unusually large.

It has not yet been proved, says 


Prof. Johnson, that sun spots have 
any relation to weather changes. 
They appear frequently on the sun 
and remain for from one day to sev- 
eral weeks. 
Some day scientists 


hope to prove what causes the spots. 
Meanwhile it is proposed to let the 
spots come and go as they see best.
